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be replaced only upon the member’s 
request for that copy and payment 
of a $0.50 late address change charge. 


Please, notify the Society head- 
quarters office of address changes as 
soon as possible. This will not only 
result in prompt delivery of your copy 
of the JourNAL, but will save the 
Society a considerable amount of 
money. The $0.50 late address change 
charge for replacement of a copy of 
the JouRNAL not deliverable because 
of incorrect address actually repre- 
sents much less than the Society’s 
total cost of replacing the copy that 
you missed. 
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
